Why couldn't the money be appropriated to
t he N e b r ask a I nd i a n Commission if the state is insistent on
doing something along that line? I would hate to se e the
Historical Society own the land where the disputed items will be
placed because then we could just generate additional strife.
But since we adopted Senator Warner's earlier amendment saying
t hat t h e re h as bee n a year extension of time before these
remains and burial goods have to be turned over, we have anot he r
session before that d ate wi l l be r eache d. That d a t e i s
September o f 19 90 . So whether land can be obtained from the
federal government, donated land, if all of that f ails, the
Pawnees would still be in a position to bury the r emains and t h e
g oods o u t si d e o f Neb r a s k a . I wouldn't want us to adopt in an
A bill language that seemed to mandate that the rebur ia l oc cu r
within the state. The way the language is written in Senator
Warner's amendment, it really doesn't do that. It says that
they would seek a burial site, but there is no obligation on the
part of the I ndians to accept it nor is there an obligation
under the law to rebury within Nebraska. So r a t h e r t h an ou r
trying to resolve all of that by rewriting an appropriation bill
on the floor of the Legislature, I would much rather, s ince t h e y
a re w e i g h t y i ssu es in and of themselves and there is time to
properly deal with them, accept Senator Landis's amendment, let
all of the talk of the site selection and the purchase of a site
be re se r v ed t o an o t h er day, and not necessarily during this
session. And that is about all that I have to say on t h a t .

SPEAKER BARRETT: Senator Schmit, further. discussion.

SENATOR SCHNIT: I will also support the Landis amendment, which
is actually the first portion of Senator Warner's amendment and,
again, agree with both gentlemen and with Senator Ash f o r d who
believes t1 >t there ought to be something done in this area.
But I w o u l d l i ke to just mention in conjunction with wh a t
Senator Chambers has said that I believe we ought to s erious l y
consider, orior to the passage of this bill, whether o r no t we
should appropriate the $10,000 for the site selection committee
even this year and do so, direct it to the Indian Commission,
because it could very well be that we could use that time or the
t r i b e s cou l d u se that time very profitably to investigate a
proper site, if it turned out that they wanted t o p r ov i d e f o r
reburial within the State of Nebraska. I don't see why it would
n ot b e po s si b l e also for the state to contributesome money
toward the purchase of that site, but I would have to say a l so
that the tribes would never agree that the State of Nebraska own
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
